A Clergyman's Strange Disease 


The death of the Eev. Thomas Pitts 


D. D., of Pittsburg, gives to medica 
science the strangest case ever known i* 
pathology. An autopsy has disclose! 
that the late minister had a veritable 
thorn in his brain. 


Dr. Samuel Avers, the specialist on 


diseases of the brain, conducted the pos 
mortem. When the skull was opened a 
long plate was discovered. It was two 
inches in length, three-quarters of an 
inch in width, and had a very rough 
surface. It was found occupying a par 
of the membraneous partition, between 
the two hemispheres of the brain. The 
minister died suffering from convulsions, 
which were doubtless caused by thii 
bony growth.

Street Car Sprinklers. 


In St. Paul, where not long ago a 


brand new cable plant valued at .5400,000 
was consigned to the scrap heap in order 
that the street railway company might 
install electric cars on its lines, an in- 
genious method has been adopted for the 
laying of the dust which in summer 
time causes much annoyance to passen- 
gers.

THE CARSON MINT. 


It now appears that the reduction of 


ten per cent in the wages of cmrxloyes at 
the Carson mint Was premeditated, with 
malice .pretense and aforethought on the 
part of the treasury department. 
Ivan 


C. Michel?, who has been the Washing- 
ton correspondent of several Nevada 
papers lor years, writes that the last Con- 
gress increased the appropriation for 
wages of workmen and adjusters at the 
Curaon mint from $30,000 in 1891 to 
$60,000 in 1893. 


As this is an "off year"—that is no 


election is to be held in Nevada in 1891 
—the administration does not care if the 
force at the mint is reduced to the sal- 
aried officers, who are not affected by 
the ten per cent reduction iu wages; in 
fact, it was given out that an order was 
received at Carson to suspend the coin- 
age of silver after the 30th day of June 
lust. Pressure was then brought to boar 
on the administration from the bosses in 
tliis state, who represented that it would 
injure the party to stop silver coinage. 
Finally, for the good of the party, tho 
order was modified, and those who were 
discharged were recalled and sot to work 
at reduced wages. 


Ilore is an example for tho Caruagies, 


whoso wealth is piling higher and higher, 
while the wages of their employes arc 
reduced lower nji' lower, to follow. 
The administration, while pretending to 
be the champion of American labor, re- 
duces the wages of employes engaged in 
a business from which the government 
derives millions of dollars profit aunu- 
rlly. It is true this profit is tho result of 
legislation hostile to the silver mines, 
but the millions which it has placed in 
the treasury prevents a deficiency and 
are counted as assets just the snine as if 
the money was not the result of a delib- 
erate attempt to cripple an industry 
which adds fifty or more millions of dol- 
lars to the wealth of the country an- 
nually. 


What can rational 
human 
beings, 


'whose sense of justice is not warped by 
prejudice, think of an administration 
which claimed all through the last scs 
sion of Congress that tho legislation 
which it sanctioned was for the benefi 
of labor, and then, as if anxious to pro 
claim to tho world tha insincerity of it 
professions, gives those employed at tin 
Carson mint the option of accepting re 
duced wages or seeking employmen 
elsewhere?

The Cause of tho Chilean Wnr.

JOHN A. COOKEKIt,!.. 


John A. Cookerill, probably the bebt- 


known newspaper man in tho Union, was 
born in Adams county, Ohio, in 1845. 
He 


began journalistic work at n very early 
nge, his first contiibution appearing in The 
Section 
of 
Temperance 
published in 


Dajton, O., on which paper he was com- 
positor, carrier, roller-boy and "devil." 
His article was but two lines, but it was 
the beginning of the newspaper 'career, of 
young Coclerill. He says "How the press 
has improved since I helped to tug off the 
edition of tbo Section! When I see the 
monster Jnrnbonian presses in the World 
office, printing, pasting, cutting, folding 
and delivering 40,000 light page papers in 
one hour, and realize that I have a'.most 
seen the evolution from the hand-press in 
my day it makes rae feel antique." When 
twenty-three years old he became editor of 
the Dayton Ledger nnd made it a power in 
the town. In 1870 he joined the staff of 


the Cincinnati Enquirer aud in 1872 was 
its managing editor. The McLeans recog- 
nized his eminent ability and when the 
war broke out between Russia and Turkey 
he was sent to Europe as special corre- 
spondent. His letters were models in their 
•way and attracted much attention. 
In 


1878 he t 
It charge of the Baltimore Ga- 


zette temporarily, and 1879 was offered the 
managing editorship of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch which ha accepted. Here he 
remained until 1883 when he went to New 
York with Joseph Pulitzer to re-found, as 
it were, the New York World, then in the 
Throes of dissolution. The success of this 
newspaper under John A. Cockerill's man- 
agement is well known and needs no com- 
ment. 
Mr. Cockerill recently left the 


World and purchased the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser, the oldest paper in the 
city, and the Daily Continent the latter 
now being called the Morning Advertiser. 
It is a one cent paper. Both the Com-

THE SK.V IN AUGUST. 


A. Meteoric Display Looked for Next 


Week. 


The event of especial popular interestin 


the astronomical annuls of August, s'jys 
the Globe-Democrat, is the meteoria dis- 
play which is booked to take place Sunday, 
Monday und Tuesday nights. 


"At certain periods of the year the me- 


teors are unusually numerous. For exam- 
ple, on the eights of August 9th, 10th and 
llth, and Novamber 12th, 13th and 14th, 
twice or three times as many are in the 
field of vision us on other nights on the 
average. The shooting stars seen on those 
two occasions belong to streams of those 
minute bodies which pass around the sun, 
each of those particles moving around the 
great central lumiaary of the solar system 
in an orbit, the orbita o£ each swarta inter 
secting tha earth's path at one point. 
The 


earth, when swinging iu jta course, dashes 
through one ot these streams early in Au- 
gust and the other near the middle .of No 
vember, during which time the meteors are 
deflected from their coarse by the earth's 
attraction, and nro ignited by the arrested 
motion caused by the resistance of our at- 
mosphere, leaving a luminous train behind 
thorn. Most of them are burnt up before 
reaching the earth. 
Those which are 


large enough to run the gauntlet success- 
fully and strike the groand are known as 
aerolites or meteoroids, 


"The absence of the moon adds some- 


thing to the beauty of meteoric displays. 
On the night of the 10th of August the 
moon will bo in the southwest at sunset, 
and will disappear about 10 o'clock. 
Be- 


tween J0:30 on tho ni£hts of the 9tb, 10th 
and llth, and 3 or 4 o'clock the next 
morning, will be the best time to look for 
meteors' The Auguet falling stars come 
from the point in the sky occupied by the 
constellation Perseus, which rises into 
view in the northeast these nights between 
10 and 11 o'clock. Perseus is called their 
radiant point. 
If the meteors of tho first 


half of August be trased back along their 
course they will be found to emanate from 
the locality filled by this star group. 
No- 


vember's meteors come from the point oc- 
cupied by the constellation Leo. 
Those oi 


August are called Perseids, and those of 
November Leonids,"

There he 
succeeded in obtaining a specimen of the 
quaint and almost extinct Mbi bird. 
This bird,is somewhat like an ostrich, 
but only the size of a crow. It has no 
wings at all, arid is covered with fur 
like short striped feathers. Another pe- 
culiarity about the kibi is the fact that 
its egg is larger than one-third of its 
body.
